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FRENCH DEFEAT 
GERMAN ATTACK '- 
BEFORE VERDUN. 
Paris Thinks Battle Has Ended 
and That Enemy Is Taking

‘PARIS, April 29.—After a violent bom- 
bardment of French positions near Avo- 
court and hill 204, on the Verdun front, 
west of the Meuse, German troops were 
massed for an assault. The war office 
report of this afternoon says this attack 
was preyented by French artillery, which 
dispersed the German troops. A vig- 
orous attack was made on French 
trenches east of Thiaumont farm, but 
the Germans were repulsed with heavy 
losses. Later there came a lull in the 
infantry fighting. The official report 
follows: 

In the Argonna district a immer 
attack executed last night, at a point 

‘ on the north of Four de Paris, made 
- it possible for us to clean up some of 
- the enemy trenches and bring back 

some prisoners. , 

On the left bank of the river Meuse 
German troops were massed to the 
north of hill No. 304 to attack our lines. 
They were at once attacked by hand 
grenades and prevented from coming 
out and then dispersed. 

On the right bank of the Meuse 
the Germans delivered an attack 
against our trenches east of“Shiau- 
mont farm, in which they employed 
flaming liquids. Cut down by the 
shells of our artillery and the fire of 
our machine guns, the enemy was re- 
pulsed with heavy losses.* At the 
same hour an attack upon our posi- 
tions between Douaumont and Vaux 
also was checked by our fire. 

Today the enemy bombarded our 

positions in the Avocourt wood, on 

hill 304, in the region to the south of 

Haudromont, and in the sectors at 

the foot of the Meuse hill. One of 

our long range guns shelled in the 

Heudicourt station [northeast of St.

Paris Sees Battle Ended. 

The battle of Verdun may now be con- 
sidered as ended, according to opinion 
prevailing in French military circles. Not 
only the recent French official reports but 
yesterday’s German announcement stat- 
ed that nothing important had developed 
in the Verdun region. It is nearly two 
months since the German war office has 
made such a statement.

Divorces 
can, so to speak, now be obtained by a turn of 
the hand. That is why the above mentioned 
groups are so sad. Having stuck out their in- 
felicify as long as they did, they might have 
stuck it out a little longer and been divorced 
with ease and without depriving themselves of 
the convenience of their own bathtubs. No 
cross-continent trip is now necessary. 

There were, before this important event, 
eleven grounds of divorce recognized by the 
courts of Pennsylvania. Among them were 
monsupport, habitual drunkenness, extreme 
cruelty, use of drugs, insanity, infidelity, and 
_ impotence. A woman was, however, required 
to tap her husband on the back, figuratively 
speaking, and say, “Look here! I've put 
up with this as long as I’ve a mind to. I 
hereby notify you that I am about to obtain 
a divorce.” In other words, proceedings could 
not proceed until the defendant was directly 
notified by personal service. Today he may 
not even be living in the state, he may be at 
the wars, but if a notice is published of what 
is' about to befall him he is deemed ‘egally 
notified, and he may actually be divorced 
from his wife without ever knowing the dif- 
ference. . 

No new grounds were added to the divorce 
laws of Pennsylvania. There were already 


more than in almost any other state. 
The little adjustment was merely in 


the modus operandi. Notice by publication 
was suddenly legalized by the state legisla- 
ture, One might almost wonder if the opera- 
tion was not performed for an emergency 
case,

UCCESSFUL touring, touring with- . 


out the inconveniences brought 
about by mechanical derange- 
ments in the automobile, depends 
in a great measure upon the pre- 
ess. To get the car in fit condition 


in early spring before the real touring — 
geason begins is to get the most enjoy- 


ment out of the summer’strips. This ap- 
plies to the cars only a few months old 
as well as to those which have been in 
gervice a year or more. — 

Before any work is attempted the ga- 
yage or shop should be made ready to re- 
ceive the car. The place should be clean, 
all tools should be in their places, and 


there should be the proper supply of oils, - 
greases, gasoline for cleaning, kerosene *. 
for flushing, and small bits such as cotter — - 


pins, nuts, bolts, and gaskets. Supplies 
should be well looked into because it may 
mean a loss of much time if every gasket 
replacement means a trip to the supply 
gtore.. You know those parts of your mo- 
tor, clutch, gearset, ana axles which 
might require replacement. You will 
know better than any one else the cotter 
pin sizes, the gasket material, etc., which 
will be needed and if you do not, then, 
after reading this story you will get a 
good idea as to just what parts are really 
necessary. 

Assuming that the shop is ready to re- 
ceive the car, it is most important that the 
car be in such condition that parts in- 
spection will not cal! for a mud removing 
act. Hence pay $1 or $2 and have the 
car properly cleaned. | 

After the washer has done all that he 
ean in removing mud and dirt, get busy 
yourself in the shop and doa litile clean- 
ing yourself. A man can work best when 
his surroundings are clean. You will find 
it worth while to clean the motor with 
kerosene or gasoline, getting all the mud 
and grit from the outside. It also makes 
it safer, since the dirt can easily make 
its way to the interior when a part is re- 
moved. Use gasoline freely and, if pos- 
sible, get a stiff brush and scrape the 
dirt from its lodgings. If the garage in 
which you have the car washed has a 
motor cieaning apparatus, pay 25 or 50 
cents and have the motor cleaned with 
kerosene under pressure. Most good ga- 
rages have such apparatus and it does the 
work in a few minutes. 

mins 

The owner usually is aware of any seri- 
ous mechanical faults with the chassis, 
and if there be such it is unwise to at~ 
tempt to do this sort of repairing unless 
thoroughly familiar with the work. For 
example, if the motor should knock due 
to loose rod bearings, or if the clutch 
thrust bearing is worn, replacement or 
repair of these should be done by the 
service station. Do all you can, but do 
not attempt difficult repairs. You ‘will 
find it will take a great deal of» time, 
whereas the service station can do the 
work quickly and the job will be a lasting 
one. 

Suppose, for example that you know

If carbon 
remoying is to be done, the scraping 
method is suggested and a set of scrapers 
may be purchased for $1. 
wants to save time, or if he cannot do this 
work, Chicago repair shops will do the 


work of removing carbon at 35 to 50 cents 
per cylinder. The shops use the oxygen 
meéthod, which ts quick, efficient, and 


cheap.

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If carbon is removed it is suggested hnat 
the valves be ground, and, while this 
work may be done by the owner without 


‘much trouble, if he is the possessor of a 


valve spring lifter and grinder, the shops 


‘ usually charge but $4 to $5 for the work. 


However, this may mean much to some 
owners. Valve grinding may be neces- 
‘sary in other motors also. If the com- 
pression in the cylinders varies, grinding 
may bé necessary, yet the valves shoulé 
not’ be suspected unless it is known that 
the piston and rings are not loose and 
there are no compression losses through 
cylinder leaks. 


It is rather hard to tell whether there 
is leakage past the piston without actual- 
ly fitting the piston and rings in the 
cylinder. Testing for leaks is an casy 
ma.ter. Get an oil can, and, while the 
motor is running, force a little ofl around 


the. base of the cylinder: plugs, spark 


plugs, also at the’ inlet manifold connec- 
tion, to the cylinder, and other joints. 
If small bubbles appear when the engine 
is running there is a leak. Sometimes 
one can tell an inlet: manifold leak by 
feeling'with thehand. 9° © 9° &

If the cylinder plugs leak, the plugs 
should be removed, the threads cleaned, 
and some paste stove blacking or graphite 
lightly spread over them. If the motor 
has a removable cylinder head and it 
leaks, a new gasket is needed. The gasket 
should be lightly covered with shellac 
before being replaced. Do not use too 
much shellac, for the excess may get 
into the water jacket or cylinder. Also 
in replacing the cylinder head be sure to 
tighten the nuts properly. First tighten 
one nut slightly, then take another in the 
opposite corner and tighten it elightly, 
then take another on the opposite side, 
and so on. If the nuts on one side are 
tightly drawn and' then those on the other 
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side, the head may be sprung and leaks 
result. Be sure the face of the cylinder 
heed is perfectly clean and also the 
gasket. Clean every part with a cloth 
before replacing. 


After the leaks have been stopped, 
tighten all nuts and bolts on the motor. 
Tighten the nuts holding the timing gear 
case cover, tighten the motor holding- 
down bolts, the nuts holding the cylinders 
down, and all parts that can be tight- 
ened with wrenches. If a lock washer is 
missing, get a new one for, the nut may 
become loose ina day orso. Tighten the 
nuts holding down the push rod guides. 
or the nut holding the clamp which holds 
the guide in place. Most owners are 
familiar with the parts of the motor which 
require tightening after use, but itis best 
to go over each part so there will be no 
trouble from loosening later on in the 
season. NES ' 

After tightening these parts, proceed 
to the various systems. The water sys- 
tem may not require much attention. To 
be. safe, drain the. system and refill it 


“with a eaturated sélution of washing soda

in boiling hot water. This will have a 
tendency to remove deposits. Allow the 
solution to remain in the system for a 
few minutes, and, if possible, operate the 
motor for a few minutes while the solu- 
tion is in. Then drain and refill the sys- 
tem with clear water. Do this flushing 
twivte to be sure all soda solution has been 
removed. 

Examine the connections to the radiator, 
especially those made of rubber. Re- 
move the rubber ones and examine the 
interior. Sometimes the rubber disin- 
tegrates on the interior and clogs the sys- 
tem. If this condition exists, get new 
hose, for it does not pay to try to repair 
the old hose. With clear water in the 
system operate the motor and look over

every connection forleaks. New packing 
may be needed in the pump nut. If the 
motor is syphonically cooled, there is no 
pump, of course. But above all, stop the 
leaks. In repacking the pump nut, use 
asbestos rope graphited. The rope may 
be bought in the supply store. Rub a 
little graphite into it yourself. Finish 
.up the water system by examining the 
radiator for leaks and tightening the hold- 
ing down nuts. Da not attempt to repair 
radiator leaks yourself. It is delicate 
work. 

The ignition system is next. Examine 
the wiring carefully for insulation breaks, 
corroded terminals, and loose comnec- 
tions. Ife small insulation break is found 

use electrician’s tape to repair it. If 
the break is large, use rubber tape and 
over it electrician’s tape. . In all but Ford 
cars the system employs either a mag- 
neto or ordinary battery unit. Both have 
an interrupter, mechanically operated, 
and a distributer. Place e drop of kero- 


‘gene upon the interrupter points and.clean 


the distributor board well and oll it vory 
lighuy. In the Ford system the com- 
mutator should be wel! cleaned and oiled, 
and the four-unit coils checked. Tighten 
the connections at the bottom, and, if 
necessary, adjyst the vibrators. A drop 
of kerosene on each one will help keep 
it clean. If any points are uneven, use 
an interrupter file. It costs about 10 
cents at the supply store. If the points 
are baaly burned, get new ones. Tignten, 
clean, and lubricate. 

It is not recommended that the owner 
do much work on the starting and light- 
ing system. The best the owner can 
do is to clean the commutator, dress the 
brushes, inspect the wiring, and check the 
battery. The unit or units should be held 
firmly in place. The battery electrolyte 
should be tested for specific gravity. This 
is done with a hydrometer, which costs 
$1. This instrument should indicate 1.230 
or more. If the gravity is below 1.280 
then the battery is not fully charged; if 
it is as low as 1.25 have the battery 
charged from an outside source. It costs 
25 to 60 cents. The battery service sta- 
tion will put it in shape at very little cost. 
If the gravity reading of the cells varies 
there may be a leaky jar. 

If the cell gravities after charging vary 
very much have the service station make 
an examination. Clean the battery ter- 
minals. Sometimes a green deposit is 
geen on one terminal. This should be 
scraped off as if sufficient of it is de- 
posited the battery may not give service. 
A little vaseline or cup grease on the ter- 
minals will prevent corrosion of this sort. 
See that the solution completely covers 
the plates. If it does not add distilled 
or rain water until the plates are covered. 
The battery support should be substan- 
tial and, if weak, should be reinforced. 
A poor support may cause trouble. Check 
the wiring of the whole starting and light- 
ing. system, and above all see that the 
connections are clean and tight.

The lubrication system should be cared 
for next. Drain all oil from the motor, 
Take two quarts of ‘keresene and pour a 
little into eac 
used. Then | 
it for a few seconds even witheut oll. But 
only for a few seconds. This is done to 
work the kerosene through the moving 
parts to clean them. Allow ail kerosene 
to drain throughand about one hour later 
refill to level with fresh oil. In some mo- 
tors with basins in the case it is best to 
remove the cover and mop it out. This 
also affords an opportunity for examining 
the interior of the motor at the bottom 
and for mopping out the crankcase. Be 
clean. Use kerosene freely for cleaning.

If it has been slipping Fuller’s 
earth or neatsfoot oil should be lightly 
and evenly spread over the surface. This 
applies if.it is leather. If of fabric a lit- 
tle kerosene will remove grit and oil. If 
the clutch is a dry disk a flushing with 
kerosene usually is sufficient to make it 
hold. Inarunning in oil disk clutch drain 
the case, flush with kerosene two or three 
times, and operate the motor so as to work 
the kerosene between the plates. _ ‘Then 
drain and refill with fresh oil or a mixture 
of oil and kerosene as the maker recom- 
mends. 


_All the average owner can do for the 
gearbox is to drain it and flush it with 
kerosene. Allow the kerosene to remain 
in while the motor is turning over. Do 
this twice and the case will be compara- 
tively clean, If possible remove the cover 
and mop the case. Then refill with a 
slightly heavier oil than was used during 
the winter. Get a good gear compound or 
oll. Do not use grease. The universals 
should be cleaned if possible and repacked 
with graphite or grease. 


Proceed to the rear axle and treat it in 
the same fashion as suggegted for the 
gearset. 


The whole braking system should be 
gone over carefully. If the bands are sus- 
pected of being worn they certainly 
should be replaced. The job is an easy 
one if the owner has done any riveting, 
and the dismantling and assembling does 
not require much experience. The con- 
nections from the brake pedal to the 
bands should be gone over and the joints 
well oiled. If adjusting is necessary 
clevices usually are provided for this. 
The hand brake should likewise be care- 
fully examined. If the brakes drag—that 
is, scrape against the drum—use a flat 


tire tool or a screwdriver to force the 
band away. A gun full of kerosene on 
the fabric bands makes them hold a little 
better. Test the brakes on the road later 
on. The car should be driven at about 
twenty miles per hour and the brakes ap- 
plied. Both wheels should slide at the 
Same time. If not, the brakes are not 
pulling equally and should be made to 
do so. 
Ano — 

The steering system is the last to be 
taken care of, although in importance is 
equal to the others. Remove excess play 
in the system either by adjusting the 
drag link or the gears in the post. Re- 
pack the post case with grease or graphite 
and lubricate all joints from that on the 
steering arm to the steering knuckles on 
the front axle. 


Remove the rims from the wheels and 
clean them thoroughly. Ugse graphite 
paint to prevent the rims from rusting 
and “ freezing ’’ the tire in place. Jack 
up each wheel and test it for looseness. 
Grasp the wheel firnily at opposite spokes 
and push and pull as hard as possible. 
If side play is found remove it or have 
it removed. In many cars the front wheel 
bearings are adjustable, in others they 
are not. Do not allow the wheéis to wob- 
ble. A good shop will charge little to put 
the wheels in alignment. It means you 


/ will reduce tire wear if the wheels oper- 


ate in alignment. Replace the wheel bear- 
ings. | 


Before taking the car out get the mak- 
er’s instruction book and carefully geta 
mind’s view of the lubrication system. 
Do not forget to refill every grease cup 
and oil hole. Lubrication is most impor- 
tant to free running and long life. Lubri- 
cate freely and often. 


When the car Is taken on the road test it 
in one mile’s running.

What are the most common methods of 
valve placing and how many types are 
there in use? What type of construction 
is supposed to be the best? 

A. H. &, Moline, Ill. 


The three most common methods of placing 
the valves in interna] combustion motors are 
all vaives in the head, or at the top of the cylin- 
der, all valves at one side of the motor, half on 
one side and half on the other. The type with 
valves at the top is known asa “ valve in the 
head "’ motor end the advantage claimed is 
that with the valves so placed they open di- 


»| rectly into the combustion chamber and that 


it is possible for the gases to flow with less 
friction and greater efficiency as regards hes’ 
loeees. Exponents of the “ L head” type of 
motor, which carries all valves at the side, 
maintein that greater compactness is obtaine“ 
and that the piping is more easily installed, 
Builders of “‘T head” motors claim that 
with valves on both sides of the cylinder It fs 
possible to make use of larger valve members 
and rta of greater area for the of 


gases. I would not venture an opinion as te 
what is the best type, as each one has its ad- 
vantages.

Can you tell me tn a few words and in a 


‘simple manner that may be understood 


by a layman why it is necessary to change 
the speeds in operating gasoline driven 
automobiles? C. K., Chicago. 


I cannot explain the question any better to 
you than by quoting Page, who in “‘ Automo- 
bile Design, Construction, and Repair’’ says: 
* The gasoline engine develops power in direct 
proportion to ita speed up to a certain point. 
and it will slow down whenever an overload is 
applied. More power is needed in climbing hills 
them in propelling a car on the levei. uw if 
the gasoline engine were directly attached to 
the rear wheel with a definite, unvarixhic 
ratio, it would not be possible to climb hills 
unless this reduction of speed between engine 
shaft and rear wheele wae low. in order to 
enable the power plant to develop its fult power 
it is customary to provide some forn: of change 
apeed gearing to permit of altering the ratio 
of drive between the engine and the wheels to 
suk road conditions. The usual ratio on the 
Gtrect drive or highest speed varies from three 
te one to five to one in pleasure cars. This 
aveans that the engine crankshaft will meke 
from three to ten turns while the rear wheels 
are revolving once. As a gasoline engine is 
net reversibie, it Ig oustomary to incorporate 
gearing that will permit of reversing the car 
motion in the change speed gear set.’’

Can you inform me az to the origin of 
the motorcycle? In what year was the 


first one built and whet was the name of 
the inventor? E A. R., Chicago. 


In 1885 Gottlieb Daimler, who built the fret 
practical internal combustion engine and whose 
name is closely associated with the evolution 
of the automobile, conceived the idea of con- 
structing a two wheeled, power propelled ve- 
hicle. It was a crude and cumbersome affair, 
but {t justly may be regarded as the forerun- 
ner of the modern motorcycle. At that time 
the only power used by motor vehicles was 
steam and electricity, and the few machines 
could be operated only for limited distances 
Therefore, Daimler paved the way for the aute- 
mobile and motorcycle of today, when he used 
an internal combustion engine as the source of 
power in his first two wheeler. In 1888 Daim- 
ler went still farther when he took out patents 
on a double inclined cylinder motor, which was 
the first multiplecylinder conception. Daimler, 
by the way, also must be given credit for the 
invention of the first practical carburetor and 
thus solved the problem of producing a com- 
bustible gas from liquid fuel,
